4. A Just and equitable adjustment of both Export 
and Import Dues from a reciprocal point of view, 
which wo^d benefit largely the Commercial, lllnhig 
Agricultural and Lumbering intercsta of the Districts 
as well as of tho whole Province. 

6. I would also strive to secure a new Postolllce for 
the thriving city of NanaImo,andfailIngrinthat, some 
Improvcineiit at least tipon the shomeftti neglect ot its 
presunl jiostal facilities. 

Other local and provincial wants which may call for 
legislative redress shall rociiivo, if 1 am elected, my 
sarious attention and warnicht support. 

I shall take an early ojiportunlty of holding public 
meetings in tho various bcctions of your wido and ex- 
tensive district (of which due notice will bo given) at 
which I shall, as also in private intercourse, fully ox- 
plain the course I Intend to pursue, and hope as tho 
result at that to receive your generous support.

From 1872 to tho 
present time the exercise of my duties as Superinten- 
dent of Education has brought mo into pcrhoi^al con- 
tact witli most ot tho electors. 1 trust that <iearly 
seven years' educational work has secured 'tor mo 
such a reputation as will induce you to beliova that it 
chosen as your representative at Ottawa I shall carry 
the same honesty of purpose, industry and energy into 
the political arena that my many friends in every part 
of the Province give mo the credit of having shown 
In tho ostabllshmcnt and conduct ot our school 
system. 

Experience and observation liavo only conllnncd ma 
in tho political opiiuons wliicli I had tho honor to 
enunciate when prosecuting my canvass in the early 
days of Confederation. \N o havo everytliiiig to gain 
and nothing to lose by a change in the Oovcrnment at 
Ottawa.

Being 
quite alive to tha necessity of great caution in dealing 
with this question, 1 will hore assure tho oloctors that, 
it successful at tho polls, their interests shall bo mado 
paramount to ovcry other consideration when tha 
proper time arrives for legislating upon a subject ot so 
much importance. 

With regard to questios of a local nature, such as 
postal, telographic, marine, etc., etc., which may corao 
under tho purview of tho genoral government, I 
will. If returned, omit no opportunity ot ruprcsenting 
your wants and claims at the proper time and in tho 
proper quarter. 

No time will bo lost In prosecuting a personal can- 
vass throughout tho district, and whenever practicable 
public meotings will be held, which will enable mo to 
ent-'ir more into detail on the above-mentioned sub- 
jects, and touch upon others that cannot be discussed 
in the space usually allotted to an address of tliis das- 
eription.

Railway Con.structlon has been unnecessarily de- 
layed by Mrf Mackcnzlo's Oovcrnment, and the fair 
fame of Canada has been tarnlslied by the failure of 
that Government to fulfil Iho obligations contained 
in tho Carnarvon Settlement and the Terms of Union. 
Tho lino from Esquimau to Nanalmo should be built 
and construction on the Mainland commsnccd atonco. 
As to tho adoption of any jiarficiifor rou(« for tlio 
Railway, we can only sugi^cat. Thero'la no doubt, in 
my mind, that tho route by way of Rute Inlet to Es- 
quimalt is the ninat dcslralilc from a national and 
economic standpoint. I shall not fall to urge that fact 
upon tho attention of the Canadian Govarnment and 
Parliament; but should I fail to convince them ot the 
advantagea of tlic Uute-Es(|ulmalt route over all 
otliers, I shall f&vor the Inuncdiate prosecution of 
work on tlie line whcrcrer it may bo located. Over- 
land communication is of t)io utmost iniportanco to 
this Province. DELAY .MEANS STAONATION, and 
British Columbia should bo the last to place in Cana- 
da's hands an excuse for further delaying the com- 
mencement of railway construction, by insisting on 
tho reopening of tho surveys, when a memorial has 
Just been passed by the Local Parliament demanding 
immediate commencement of tho railway.

The attempt to mitigate the evila of 
Chinese labor is fairly on its trial in 
this Province. It has been continual- 
ly '.asserted and believed that the 
proserice of Chinese in large numbers 
is detrimental to the well-being of tho 
white laboring classe.i of the Province. 
It has been asserted and believed that 
if every Chinaman were to leave the 
Province to-morrow liis place would be 
inune^lmtel^^fiUed by a white man or 
woman able arid willing to perform the 
same service at a fair arid ■ reasonable 
rate of compensation.

EXTROPE. • 

London, Sept. 1,1. — A Vienna di.s- 
patch says that although recent an- 
nouncements as to tho intention of 
Gen. Pliillipovich to send back his cav- 
alry* in consequence of tho scarcity of 
fodder, had somoAvhafc prepared the 
public mind for tho retrograde move- 
ment, yet the news that the headquar- 
ters is about to retire- to Brod, has pro- 
duced almost a bewildering effect. The 
nowspapers for obvious reasons refrain 
from criticism of ., tli« movement. The 
/VfiwidcnAfoto suggests as an explana- 
tion that Gen. Phillipovich wants to 
establish better communication with 
tho other corps and Vienna during the 
winter. Tho saine dispatch .says that 
tho announctiineut that Russia has ask- 
ed Scrvia not to disband her troops is 
unfavorably commented on. 

A dispatch from Pesth say tboro is 
much depressiou here in consequence of 
tho determined resistance of the Bos- 
nians. Hardly a family in Pe.sth but 
has some member in the army. 

Belgrade accounts received say that 
46 Bosnians and Servians and upwards 
of 200 Mussulmans have been executed 
at Serajivoa and the neighborhood dur- 
ing the past two weeks, and that the 
executions continue. Those severities 
prevent the insurgents from submitting 
and have produced a deep and painful 
impression throughout Servia, as sev- 
eral of the victims were Servian mer- 
chants who were compelled to assist 
the insurgents during Hadje Lodja's 
administration. 

Constantinople, Sejit. 14. — As .soon 
as tho Hussians evacuate Tchekinidje, 
Chattelja and Derkos Baker Pasha will 
complete the defense of tho works on 
those lines and commence tho construc- 
tion of another line of defence near 
Constantinople.

A political lUHoting convened by Mr. 
PqCosmo.'? W.1S held at Cedar Hill Scliool- 
hou^ last niglit. At 7:30 o'clock, tho 

;•• -hour for whicli tlio mooting was called, 
there woro very few present, and at 8 p.ra. 
tho number of farnier.s in attondaiico was 
only somo sovcn or oiglit. Shortly after- 
wards, however, tlio audionco wa.s aug- 
mented by f, party from Victuria, amongst 
whom woroF. Saundor.s, J. S. Driiiimiond, 
iLP.P., and W. Jackaoji. Jlr. J. Ueana 

' .was' votod.to tho chair. 

Mr. DoCosmos, whilst regretting t/io 
pauoityofthonttondanco,"dilutod on tlio rail- 
way clause of torinaof Union ami roviowed 
and condemned Mr. Maokonzio's railway 
policy. Ho believed tho people lioro wore 
■'^■^.yjUStly inctnaed against Mr. iNIackenzie's 

.Igovernnient on this account. Tlio Gov- 
/' efiiinent- had had moans at its command. 
Ho was one of tlioso who would 3U])port 
the determination of the Hon.so to .sepa- 
rate, although lie would do so with a cer- 
■ ' tain amount of regret. With refereiico to 
the construction of the lino from Yale to 
Savona's ferry he was of opinion that, it 
was proper that portion of the railway 
should be built if it was intended as com- 
pensation for delays ; not, however, if it 
was intended to t;iko tho place of tho line 
inu Bute Inlet, which ho believed to be 
tlio only proper rout* for adoption 
He then quotedfrom SanfordFleming's re- 
port, which he said diflWrcd very materially 
from Mr. Marou.s Smith's report. Ad- 
miral Dellorauy had also coudBrunod the 
Burrard Inlet rmXe. Ho therefore 
thought it was the duty of electors to ro- 
ttirn members who would contend for tlio 
construction of the railway lia Bute Inlet. 

,vHo would bo found a supporter of tho 

■ ■ ■ Liboral-Obns'ervative party. He then pro- 

ceocTed to review the dry dock policy of 
the Dominion Government, and pledged 
himself to urge that tlie promised advances 
should be made, lie was an advocate of 
. protection to Provincial industries, and 
pledged hiinaelf to du his utmost to ob- 
tain a revision of the tariff. Wi£h respect to 
the Chinese, lio lieartily concurred m tho 
bill to tax tlieni and said that the strike 
I amtjTig.st them showed that thero was a 
combination between them from tho rich- 
est to the poorest. A report ]i»d been 
circulirted that ho should not go ti» Ott.i- 
wa because he had been there too long; 
• voice-r-!'So you havo; and done noth- 
ing") but ho would loavo it to the 

■ electors to judge whether ho had 
worked for their interests or not. 

Mr. J. P. Davies, who was well rocciv- 
, «d, said that lie believed ho was a pret- 
ty good buainofls man and in ti short time 
would mako a successful politician. Ha 
.was pleased that Jfitt DoOosinoa had oh- 
' --liincitfted facts almost similar to those 
\ .'-'^atatbd Ln his (Sir. Davies') address. He 
-' ''■was"in favor of a protective tariif for tlio 
agricultural and other local interests. Ho 
denied the statement that he was a sup- 
porter of Mr. Mackenzie, and as.scrtod 
that ho was working for Britisli Colum- 
bia alono. Ho was in favor of keeping 
tho Chinese out of the country. If vege- 
tables could not be procured without tlio 
aid of Chinamen, lot tho people for a time 
do without thoni. Let the females bo 
-put' to hqtiso work in place of tho Ccles- 
tiala and lot the boys bo afforded a chance 
_ to learn trades. TIo then rofcrrod to his 
' long residence in tho Province and as- 
•■'sured tlio electors that if returned ho 
would bo found working in tho true in- 
terests of tho country. 

Mr. Geo.. Deans asked Mr. Davies if ho 
did not own land on Prnser River v.alloy ! 

Mr. Davies replied, " No;" but two of 
his children and a grandchild ov.-ned IGO 
acres and a lot on Luhi Island. He would 
be glad to dispose of tho land to Mr. 
Deans at half what it cost him. ; 

Mr. Drunimond — Are you not running 
with Mr. Elliott as a Mackenzie man / 
p-, Mr. Davjcs said tho report \va.s utterly 
•■ '■ untrue; it mattered not from whom it em- 
anated. Only recently heads of dopart- 
' mentS'hero had been instructed by the 
Dominion Government to withhold pat- 
- ronage from him in any shajjo or form. 
He supposed that was because he was a 
Mackenzie man! (Cheers). 

Mr. Deans asked if ho was not in favor 
of a free port for Victoria ? 

Mr. Davies said, No. A free port was 
not beneficial to tlie fiirmor and conse- 
quently he could not support it. In rc- 
.f|*^ly to Mr. Drunimond he said ho did not 
hire a Chinaman; but he would hire him 
(Drummond) if ho wanted a job. He did 
not think, howovor, that ho would steal 
his wages (as insinuated by Mr. Drum- 
mond) bocauso he believed Mr. Drum- 
mond too lazy and indolent to work, 
and consequently never would have a cent 
due him. (Loud laughter). In reply to 
Mr. F. Saunders, ho said ho would do all 
• in the power of man to obtain construc- 
tion via Bute because ho believed that to 
.;- be the proper route for the railway. 

Mr. Saunderii wanted Mr. Davies to

On Strike. 

A total su.ipensioii of buainoss amongst 
every class of Oliinoso in tho city com- 
menced yesterday. The stores througli- 
out Chinato^vn were cloaed,-th« merchants 
refusing to sell goods to any white person, 
and laundrymcn relinquishing their daily 
occupation; the wagons of vegetable ped- 
dlers ceasad to run and cooks deserted 
tho posts hitherto filled by them in res- 
taurants and private dwelling-houses. 
The emj)?oi/es of the Belmont Boot and 
Shoo Factory and . those of other estab- 
lishments declined to go to work, and in 
consequence of tho strike orders 
for manufactures remain unfilled. The 
saw of the wood cutter was allowed to re- 
pose on its nail, and tho hum of the tail- 
ors' sewing machines was heard no more. 
In one instanco, a Chinaman who for 
many years has bgen employed by a well 
known citizen, recommended his quondam 
master to apply to " Jlistel Walkem to 
sweep out hia house, Jim Lummond to 
black his boots ;. and .' Mistel Bleaven to 
scrub tho floor, polish'the stove and clean 
the fish for dinner. " Tho reply given by 
the trio was couched in tho most courteous 
language. Instructions havo been for- 
warded by tho leading Chinese firms in 
this city to thoir countrymen on tho 
Mainland requesting them to abstain 
from working in any capacity whatsoever 
for white persons. The trials of the 
houso-wife commenced yesterday as she 
was compelled by the dcsortion of hor 
Chinese help to perform tho manifold 
duties hitherto devolving on John, the 
household /acfo/ttm. It is st&ted on good 
authority that the Chinese havo clubbed 
together and on^iged Messrs. Drake & 
Jackson and A. K. Robertson, E.sq., Q. 
C, to conimenco an action for trespass 
against tho collector or bailiff. It is also 
a.ssorted that an injunction has been served 
on that officer restraining him from fur- 
ther levying on Chinese goods or dispos- 
ing of thoao already seized.

By the steamer Dakota, Mr, Jas. McB, 
Smith imported from London a labor-sav- 
ing machine known as Jordan's hand- 
power rock drill, and intended for uso in' 
tho quartz mines of Cariboo. It is tho 
latest patent of a rock drill, worked by 
hand and compressed air power ; compar- 
atively light and very compact. Tho ma- 
chine, with fly-Whool completo in working 
order, weighs only 420 pounds, and is 
capable of boring holes from 1 inch to 4 
inclics in diameter, at any angle, and to 
any required depth for blasting. Tho air 
in the cylinder can bo compressed to any 
extent, and witli tho power of two men 
150 blows of about 130 to ICO lbs each can 
bo .dulivorod. As stated in tho circular: 
" It will drill, when worked by two men, a 
1^ in. liolo in granito at about Lji to 2 in. 
per minuto,«or at the rate of 80 or 90 
inches per hour, In soft stono, such as 
Portland or sandstone, tho rato of tho 
machine increases to about C or 7 inches 
per minute." Mr. Smith has moved tho 
drill to a bluff pouit of hard rock, and in- 
tends giving it a practical tost before 
shipping it to tho interior. Should it 
prove as represented it will, be a great 
saving of labor in running bedrock tun- 
nels, and extracting quartz, and a most 
valuable auxiliary in the development of 
our mines.

Socotra. 

Sritain'a Latest Acauisltion—Oom- 
TWfTii<<'ng» ^0 EntraJict to the 
Xte&Sea. 

Tho island of Socotra, after many 
vicissitudes, has definitely become a 
British pos.session. The valleys em- 
bosomed in tho mountain ranges in tho 
interior aro represented a.s extremely 
fertile, and capable of producing all 
manner of sub-tropical grains and frviits. 
The lower hill-aides, moreover, aflbrd 
excellent grazing grounds for camels, 
donkeys, catile, and sheep, with wild 
goats on the higher raiigea. Of late 
years the population has gradually 
dwindled away, but ono time it com- 
prised 10,000 fighting men. Between 
the tenth and sixteenth centuries tiio 
dominant religion was dhristianity as 
professed by tho Nestorian Church; but 
by tho middlo of tho seventeenth cen- 
tury the prevalent rites included ador- 
ation of tho moon. After tho evacua- 
tion of the island by the Portuguese it 
passed into ths hcUids of the Sultan of 
Koahin, from whom it was->taken 
by the East India Company in 1835. 
On tho capture of Aden in 1839 tho 
detachment of native troops was with- 
drawn from Socotra, but in 1876 the 
Sultan was constrained to acknowlodgo 
the supremacy of Engli^ud, receiving nn 
annual dm/ceiir of $1000. During the 
late disturbances of the political atmcs- 
phore it was iudgcd advisable to rotake 
complete possession of the island, and 
Socotra is now an integral portion of 
tho Anglo-Indian Empire, and will bo 
administered by 'Anglo-Indian ollicor.v 
In conjunction with Aden on tho oppo- 
site coast, and with Perim in niid-chaii- 
nel, Socotra commands tho entrance 
and exit of tho Red Soa. It is also in 
a position to supply tho garrison of 
Aden with fresh meats and an abund- 
ance of fruits and vegetables, thus 
rendering that important station inde- 
pendent of the caprioe^s of the semi-bar- 
baroua chief, from whose territories it 
has hitherto maintained its commis- 
sariat. Here, then, is another splicing 
of "the broken thread of England's old 
Imperial policy,"

Mr, John Trevor Barkley, writing 
to the •Times, says that the country 
which has most cause to be satisfied 
with tho Berlin and Anglo-Turkiah 
convention, and which is probably de- 
stined.tb' derive eventually the most 
benefit woin" these arrangements, is 
Russia. But he mako this Jissertion 
for very different reasons from those 
which led the opposition to speak in 
the same tone. After sketching the 
beneficial changes which the new 
relations to thep<Turkish : provinces in 
Europe and Asia assumed by Austria 
and England are likely to procure for 
the inhabitants, ensuring them improv- 
ed administration and protection from 
invasion, he repeats that the treaty is 
good for Russia, not because it gives 
her a portion of Armenia, and a 
wretched strip of Bessarabian territory 
— acquired under deplorable and humi- 
liating circuinstances-^but because its 
provisions, taken in connection with 
England's independent actions, aro fram- 
ed with tho view of discouraging her in 
future from undertaking unwise and 
unjust invasions by rendering them 
too hazardous. That it is this consid- 
eration, he adds, which has reconciled 
her best men to tho present settlement, 
camiot bo reasonably doubted. Unwise 
men dictated the San Stefano treaty— men 
who were possossod of tho motives 
and ambitions which havo gone far to 
inflict irreparable injury on their coun- 
try. — Ex. 

A STORY is current in Moscow ap- 
ropos of Russian official routine, which, 
whether literally true or not, certainly 
illustrates to profection tho character 
of the prevailing system. An operatic 
star of some note, connected 'with one 
of the principal theatres, -vrlshing to 
make a short excursion into the coun- 
try, went to got her passport counter- 
signed by tlie local authorities. Tho 
presiding ofticer received her politely 
and, having learned her business, en- 
quired for her "written petition." "Mj 
written petition!" cried the lady, "I 
have none; I never knew that anything 
of the kind was required."

On the contrary, 
nothing could be done without it."

Tlie applicant obeyed, and transcribed 
word for word a formal petition re- 
questing leave of absence from the 
city for a stated time, which was then 
duly signed, folded, and sealed. "And 
now," quoth the man in ofEco, "you 
havo only to deliver it." "To whom, 
prayl" "To whomi" echoed the of- 
ficial, with a slight smile at the ab- 
surdity of the question, "to nie, of 
course." The document was according- 
ly handed across the table, Tho great 
man adjusted his spectacles, broke the 
sceal, gravely read over his own com- 
position from beginning to end, folded 
it with methodical slowness, and then 
turning to tlio impatient artiste, said 
with an air of official solmenity. "Ma- 
dam, I have read your petition, and 
regret to tell you that I am unable to 
grant it." 

Good when 300 Years Old. — Queen 
Victoria rarely accepts presents from 
her subjects in the United. Kingdom, 
but she has just made an exception to 
that rule. A gentleman begged Her 
Majesty to accept some Cyprus wine 
upwards of 300 years old, and she has 
acceded to his request. It may be 
mentioned that " Commander " wine of 
Cyprus, the best in the Island, is not 
fit to drink till at least 60 years old, 
when it is in perfection. It is even 
then" so" strong that it is drank out of 
small liqueur glasses.

Keep a watchful oyo upon tho farm 
and its surroundinga But it does not 
follow that you should imbibe "eye- 
openers " at public houses, beor-shopa 
or corner groceries. 

Shear your sheep at tho .soaisou when 
you shed your coat for the season. Then 
bo careful that some smart " travelling 
agent" does not pull the' 'wool over 
your eyes and shear you. ' 

Dress your lands with fertilizers ra- 
ther than yourself -with broadcloth. Tlie 
gno reimburses ■ the amouniT expended 
with interest — the other returns no- 
thing, but continually clamors for fur- 
ther disbursonicnts. 

After your crops liavo been raised, it 
will bo wisdom to raise any mortgage 
which may be resting upon the farm. 
This will raise a heavy load from your 
mind, and raisoyourcoumge and spirits 
beyond measure. 

Do not ' curryfavor with tlio rich or 
groat. If you must do something of 
the kind, juat curry youf cattle and 
horses. This will do them good and 
benefit you also. 

When by reason of incleinont wea- 
tlior, you cannot cultivate tho soil, it 
will bo wisdom on your part to culti- 
vate th« mind. A valuable harvest 
will reward all earnest and faithful 
culture. 



Statesmen of Jewish Blood. — It 
has been said that if Beaconsfield woro 
made a duko ho would bo tho first of 
Jewish blood tiiat has ever borne the 
equivalent of that title since the dis- 
persal: but this is a mistake. Don 
Joaopii Naasi, descendant of a Spanish 
family, that fled from the toriiients of 
the Inquisition, rose to great eminence 
three cegturies ago at tlio court of the 
Sultan and as a reward for his services 
received the island of Naxos.- It is 
a remarkable' fact that the island of 
Cyprus, which tho Jewish Prime Min- 
ister of England lias ' just won for his 
country from Turkey, was wrested in 
1751, by Hftssi, tlio Jewish Prime 
Minister' of Turkey, from the Vene- 
tian republic. Beaconsfield is not tho 
only earl, either, that is of Hebrew blood 
and flourishing to-day. An Italian 
Israelite, named Carnondo who had ex- 
pended a large part of a great fortune 
iu charity, and had won a name like 
George Peabody, was created an Earl 
years ago by Victor, and tho Earls of 
Camondo are found now in Turin, Paris, 
and Constantinoplo.
